cabinet to Emperor Hirohito disap- 
peared today when the army arose to 
demonstrate that it was still politi- 
cally powerful enough to wreck any 
efforts to form a ministry, despite its 
loss of prestige and. popularity after 
last week's military uprising. 


Because high militarist* disliked 


some of Hirota's liberal nominations, 
they influenced Count Julcbl Terau- 
chi, proposed as -war minister, 
to 


withdraw from the cabinet slate and 
indicated no other general would be 
permitted to join the ministry unless 
their terms were met. 


The militarists raised this unex- 


pected opposition to Hlrota just as 
sweeping changes in the army leader- 
ship arose as another sequel to the
